Tbc products of Canada's dairy 
factories include besides butter and 
cheese, Ice cream, evaporated and 
condensed milk, milk powder, etc., an 
Item seldom heard of, called casein. 
Of (lie three thousand odd dairy fac¬ 
tories in the Dominion a mere hand¬ 
ful manufacture this substance, and 
yet there is a large, nearby market 
In the United States, which in 1926, 
imported 26,000,000 pounds mostly 
from Argentina. Canada's exports to 
the United States last year amounted 
to only 287,000 pounds. Canadian 
dairy factories can produco casein of 
high quality and there is no partic¬ 
ular difficulty in manufacture. One 
of tiic thief obstacles to a large ex¬ 
port trade, according to the Natural 
Resources Intelligence Service of the 
Department of the Interior, is that 
Canadian manufacturers of casein 
have not yet seen their way clear to 
guarantee deliveries in the quantities 
desired. 

Casein is interesting because it 
represents tbc recovery of a by-pro¬ 
duct in dairy factories, because Can¬ 
ada imports considerable quantities 
and has export opportunities, and be¬ 
cause it lias a most fascinating list of 
uses in industry and in the arts. 
Casein is generally manufactured 
from skimmed milk

Poultry Fattening 


excellent fattening feed, and when 
cud potatoes are fed, are a source of 
profit that might otherwise be lout. 
This is the finding after a series of 
experiments conducted by the Experi¬ 
mental Farm Poultry Division. Kar- 
red Rock and White Leghorn enpons 
were used in the experiment, one lot 
of each being fed cornmeal and the 
other lota potatoes.

The same may be said of per¬ 
centage gains per bird except that 
the Leghorns showed a greater per¬ 
centage gain than the Barred Rocks. 
The same amount of feed was con¬ 
sumed by each of the two lots. Ow- 
ing to the use of potatoes, and in 
spite of the fact that they constitut¬ 
ed hut one-fifth of the ration, the cost 
of feed per pound of gain was less, 
in the case of the potato fed birds 
than the corn meal fed. This also 
in spite of the fact that the corn meal 
fed birds made slightly the greater 
gains. 

The results of this experiment do 
not indicate that potatoes are super¬ 
ior to com meal, except from the 
standpoint of econnomy, but it would 
tend to indicate that potatoes when 
available make .an excellent fatten¬ 
ing feed. The potato fed birds made 
the most attractive dressed fowl. 
Flavour, as judged by persons who 
tasted c-apons fattened upon both 
feeds, was considered to be superior 
In the potato fed fowl in every case.

Ftower* Depnnd For Pollination On 
Visits Of Insect* 

An importqfit instance of the bal¬ 
ance of Nature is involved in the fact 
that most flowers are dependent for 
pollination on the visits of appropri¬ 
ate insects. If certain insects fail to 
visit them the crop of seeds fails; if 
they keep their appointment the crop 
succeeds. 

These visits depend somewhat on 
the weather, but sometimes disas¬ 
trous results occur through the de¬ 
pletion of these friends of the flowers. 

Several hundreds of flower species, 
too, depend not upon insects, but up¬ 
on the visits of honeybirds. humming¬ 
birds, and sun-birds, und if these are 
killed or driven away it is a -disaster 
for the plants. There is no doubt that 
the keeping of bees on fruit farms 
und in orchards, increases the chances 
of the fruit trees.

Casein is generally prepared from 
sweet skimmed milk. It is tbc curd 
separated by the addition of rennet 
or of an acid and then dried und 
pressed. Its uses are legion, though 
in Canada at present it is principally 
Used in tin* coating and sizing of pa¬ 
per nnd n Iso In the manufacture of 
cold water paints and of special glues 
for furniture and veneer work. In 
Europe, however, casein is further 
converted into a plastic or hardened 
substance resembling horn and which 
can be worked into a countless num¬ 
ber of useful articles of commerce.: 
There is no manufacture of casein 
plastics in Canada. If there was wo 
would find that skimmed milk %vas 
being used for the manufacture of 
fountain pens, radio parts, electric 
fittings, cigar and cigarette holders, 
chessmen, dominoes and dice, back9 
for hair and clothes brushes, combs, 
door nobs, nnd handles for umbrel¬ 
las and parasols, piano keys, buttons, 
beads, .and brooches and other inex¬ 
pensive jewellery and ornaments.

High School Boys 

After wrestling for a generation 
with American boys to whom the 
French language was about as vital 
as Sanskrit, Mr. Tiorace D. Taft, prin¬ 
cipal of the famous private school at 
Watertown, N.Y., has put into effect 
a new idefc that promises to change 
the whole situation. It began with 
a sudden realization of the fact that 
just north of him Is a French-speak¬ 
ing and French-living Canadian pro¬ 
vince. Mr. Taft thereupon wrote to 
the superintendent of public instruc¬ 
tion In Quebec and asked If some of 
his boys could be placed for the sum¬ 
mer In all French families. And now 
the boys are in Quebec learning 
French. 

Of course, the parents of these 
boys had the money to pay for the 
experiment, and finding the money is 
always the rub. but would it be 
out of the question for the provin¬ 
cial government to offer a half-doz¬ 
en Quebec scholarships each summer 
to Alberta high school boys and girls 
i who had demonstrated their worth In 
I class ?

The attitude of the Australian dele¬ 
gate at the eighth Assembly last Sep¬ 
tember in advocating voluntary arbi¬ 
tration because he considered it the 
nim of the League to prevent disputes 
and not settle them, required much 
study in order that the Premier might 
obtain the viewpoint of the Common-! 
wealth. 

The signature of Australia to the j 
multilateral anti-war pact will not 
obviate the necessity to keep in touch 
with the commonwealth's trend of 
thought, aims and objects. 

As the Premier mentioned in his j 
report to the Council on the opium 
and child welfare questions much 
work in this connection devolved on 
the Geneva offices under Dr. W. A. 
Riddell, Canadian representative, al¬ 
though this was lightened by Premier 
King, having been a representative 
of Canada, at the Shanghai opium 
conference of 1909 and consequently 
having obtained some insight into the 
international drug tariff. 

Premier King is studying at close 
range the inside work of the eco¬ 
nomic committee of last May. He 

brllavoa «%k rloulture nliuuld be placed 

on an equal footing with industry, by 
enabling those engaged in agricul¬ 
ture to obtain a satisfactory standard 
of living and a normal return for 
their investment in labor and capital. 

The Canadian premier is also in¬ 
terested in the work of the commit¬ 
tee of experts for progressive codi¬ 
fication of international law.

“We welcome all immigrants of 
the right type,’’ he said, “but espe¬ 
cially do we welcome those of Great [ 
Britain who come here to make their 
home.” 

The question of migration was 
viewed in Canada from many angles. 
There were those in Canada who { 
wanted no restrictions on immigra-1 
tion at all but would throw the door j 
wide open. There were others who 
would place heavy restrictions • on 
immigration. Another reaiure of the 
situation was, Mr. Forke proceeded, 
that he had received resolutions 
from municipalities that they would 
not be responsible for unemployed 
immigrants in the coming winter. 

In their journey through Canada, 
delegates of the association would be 
impressed with the prosperity of the 
country. Canada needed immigration 
and would welcome it. 

“Our policy is to welcome all im¬ 
migrants who can possibly be assim¬ 
ilated,” he added. 


Mr. Forke failed to see any justi¬ 
fication for the complaint that Bri¬ 
tish Immigrants were faced with 
bothersome restrictions when coming 
to Canada. He knew of no such re¬ 
strictions. What was there to prevent 
any British subject from going down 
to the dock in England, buying a 
ticket and coming to Canada? Then 
why talk about restrictions.

Airplanes Will Aid Communication

League Of Nations Would 
Attempt To Control The 
Production Of Armaments 


Makes Record Crossing 

Quebec. What is claimed to be a 
record crossing for a freighter was 
completed with the arrival here of 
the S.S. Manchester Regiment, which 
negotiated the distance between Man¬ 
chester and Quebec in exactly seven 
days, cutting two days off its ordin¬ 
ary sailing time.

Geneva. Russia has refused to col¬ 
laborate with present efforts of the 
League of Nations to obtain control 
of the manufacture of arms. 

Maxim Litvinoff, Soviet vice-com¬ 
missar for foreign affairs, in tele¬ 
graphing this decision to Sir Eric 
Drummond, secretary of the league, 
pointed out his government’s con¬ 
tention that the league had done 
nothing toward solution of the prob¬ 
lem of real disarmament. 

He insisted that urgent steps 
should be taken to obtain definite 
results and avoid the risk of future 
wars. An attempt to supervise the 
production of armaments is calculat¬ 
ed merely to mislead public opinion 
of holding forth hopes of real dis¬ 
armament, he asserted. 

Meanwhile, Canada and the Unit¬ 
ed States are co-operating in an ef¬ 
fort to bring about the widest kind 
of publicity concerning manufactur¬ 
ing of armaments. Their representa¬ 
tives, Ambassador Hugh Wilson for 
the United States, and Dr. W. A. 
Riddell, for Canada, voiced disap¬ 
proval of a draft project reported to 
the commission which is trying to 
fiame a convention for the control 
and manufacture of urms, on the 
ground that it did not go far enough. 

Messrs. Riddell and Wilson favor¬ 
ed giving the same publicity to arms 
manufactured by governments as to 
arms made in private factories. Dr. 
Riddell contended that countries de¬ 
pending largely on private manufac¬ 
ture should not be expected to furnish 


, statistics if countries depending on 
governmental manufacture were per- 
1 mitted to withhold such figures.

England is King George V. He has 
lands comprising 276,000 acres, of 
which 108,000 arc agricultural. The 
rest are house, store and manufactur¬ 
ing property'. 

Not only is the king one of the 
largest but he is also one of the most 
efficient owners of land in the king¬ 
dom. From his lands the nation 
derived during the last fiscal year the 
record sum of $5 500.000. Which is 
exactly double the yield of 1915. 

The most profitable of the King’s 
property is a large section of Regent 
Street, London. Before the street was 
rebuilt, several years ago. the income 
was $220,000. It is now $1,500,000. 

It is the nation however, and not 
the king, which has benefited through 
these increases. The lemg received 
a fixed allowance of $2 550.000. When 
this amount was determined, how¬ 
ever. the royal domain income was 
only $2,400,000.

The University of British Colum¬ 
bia has a new flag pole which, it is 
claimed, is the second tallest in the 
world. It i6 made from a single stick 
cf British Columbia fir and measures 
206 feet from the ground to the ball 
at the top. 

This giant stick of timber was 
glowing centuries before Columbus 
discovered America. It was cut near 
Stillwater and towed to Vancouver. It 
comes from the same forest from 
which was cut the great pole present¬ 
ed by the province to Kew Gardens. 
London. England, twelve years ago. 
which towers 214 feet in the air. and 
is said to be tallest in the world. Oth¬ 
er long British Columbia flag poles 
arc the one at the Vancouver Court 
House, measuring 197 feet, and at the 
Provincial Parliament Buildings, 
measuring 165 feet.

Bituminous sand from the exten¬ 
sive deposits situated in the vicinity 
of McMurray, northern Alberta, wan 
first used for paving In Edmonton 
in 1915, under the supervision of the 
Mines Branch, Department of Mines. 
These demonstration surfaces remain 
in good condition. In 1926 Alberta 
bituminous sand was used for the 
first time on a commercial scale for 
the surfacing of highways when up¬ 
wards of 5,000 square yards of pave¬ 
ment was laid at Jasper, in Jasper 
National Park, Alberta. Last year 
further surfacing, amounting to ap 
proximately 30.000 square yards, was 
undertaken at Jasper. This work in¬ 
volved the designing and construct¬ 
ing of a suitable heating and mixing 
1 plant.
